Big Arms Taken. 

The Russians said they captured 
140 German tanks, seven armored 
cars, 70 guns including 37 armor- 
piercing guns, and 95 mortars. 

The 23rd German Tank Division 
and the Second Rumanian Moun- 
tain Infantry Division also were 
said to have suffered severe losses. 
_Earlier dispatches said the Rus- 
Sians also captured several enemy 
fortifications south of Stalingrad 
while beating off German attacks 
within the cold, ruined Volga city, 
and advanced slightly in the 
Tuapse region near the Black sea 
coast. 

Every other report from the 
2,000-mile battlefront, much of it 
covered by ice, snow and thick 
fog, told of Russian success: no- 
where were the Germans making 
a major effort to advance. 

(The German communique 
suggested that the Russians 
had shifted from the defensive 
to the offensive.

| Battered By Gunfire. 


| Back from the.battle zones of 
the east longitude, the Boise was | 
battered by gunfire, scorched by 
flames, and well-nigh saturated 
from the seas that poured through 
her wounds.

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Jap Shipping Resources 

The war in the Pacific is primarily a war of 
naval attrition. Japanese strength is built 
almost entirely upon her navy, despite the large 
armies she has put in China and elsewhere. 
It must be remembered Japan proper is an 
island empire and such an empire must depend, 
for communications, lines of supply and trans- 
port, upon its navy. 

In a war of attrition the United States is a 
certain winner. She has more naval strength 
in the Pacific than is generally realized and 
the victories at Midway, the Coral Sea and the 
Solomons have whittled down the Japanese 
fleet in considerable degree. 

Furthermore it is highly probable the Japa- 
nese will make further attempts to recapture 
the Solomons control. If they do, our fleets 
will be waiting and ready for them. Each naval 
clash reduces still further the Jap naval power. 
Our losses have been smaller than theirs, but 
even though they were equal we can stand 
loss far better than they. Our present strength 
is, over all, greater and our replacement ability 
is overwhelmingly superior. 

As to Japanese tonnage in their merchant 
fleet, which they must depend upon to transport 
their troops to the many distant areas they 
have seized and for any further aggressive 
action. as well as to supply their already widely 
scattered armies, they began the war with about 
4.000,000 tons suitable for long distance trans- 
port. Much of this was either lost or badly 
damaged in the early stages of the war, in their 
attacks on Malaya, Burma, the Dutch East 
Indies, the Philippines, Wake Island, etc. Par- 
tially offsetting these losses are about 200,000 
tons of shipping taken over from the Vichy 
French and another 200,000 tons of Allied ship- 
ping captured. They may, too, have been able 
to salvage some of the shipping sunk in ports 
they captured. 

However, the extensive damage done of their 
naval vessels, even those which were not sunk, 
must have taxed to the utmost their ship- 
yard facilities for repairs. Hence the 
amount of new construction they have com- 
pleted since the war began cannot be very large, 
Nor are their resources of raw material great. 

Shipping is essential to Japan, not only to 
transport men and supplies to the battlefronts, 
but also to bring in raw materials from the 
lands they occupy. 

It is safe to assume, on latest estimates and 
most dependable information, that the ship- 
ping problem for the Japanese is very serious. 
And. as the war goes on, as our Navy and air 
force continues the war of naval attrition, that 
situation will only grow worse. 

The day will eventually come when, stripped 
of naval power, Japan will be ready to fall, a 
ripe plum, before us. Then, be Sure, Pearl 
Harbor will be fully avenged.

Forehanded Realism 

While the use which the Allied Nations have 
made, and are making, of Darlan in North 
Africa has undoubtedly caused some shock and 
perturbation among idealists, there can be no 
question but that the policy thus far pursued 
has been of tremendous advantage to our forces. 

Darian is a victim of two emotions. One is 
his overweening ambition and the other his 
jtalous hatred of the British. As a French naval 
officer he has always been jealous of British 
naval supremacy and he has allowed that factor 
to taint his entire character and outlook. Add 
to this his compelling ambition for personal 
power and the man’s character begins to be 
understandable. 

However, we have used Darlan to our ad- 
vantage, in that his temporary heading of the 
African French has undoubtedly saved many 
American and British lives as well as invaluable 
time in the campaign. 

Tolerance of Darlan did not sit well with 
the DeGaullist Fighting French. But it must 


be remembered that more French, in Africa, 
have been won over to fight on our side than 
could have been won if we had ignored or 
snubbed Darian. 

Darlan, it must be remembered, is an 
acknowledged Vichyite. He can call many from 
the ranks of Vichy Frenchmen to our side. 
Neither the DeGaulle faction nor the Giraud 
,followers will lay down their arms just because 
they are joined by fighting men who were 
formerly under the thumb of the Hitler-con- 
trolled Vichy government. 

As for Petain and his faction, they have no 
arms, either to fight with or to lay down. And, 
after all, when fighting a war it is not the 
politics of idealism we must follow, it is the 
hard realism of effectiveness in battle.

Tell Us Why! 


People of Georgia cannot understand why 


they should be called upon to make greater 


sacrifices through the gasoline rationing pro- 
gram, than the people of other states. 

People of Georgia are perfectly willing, nay, 
proud, to sacrifice and work to the utmost for 
victory in the war. There is no grumbling, no 
complaint on any denial of convenience, com- 
fort, even of necessity, if they are told, plainly 
and reasonably, the reason. 

Federal authorities in charge of the gaso- 
line rationing program have aroused more 
criticism and antagonism than any others con- 
cerned in the war effort. The reason for this 
is plain. It is simply because they have not 
taken the general public into their confidence, 
have not shown why some states should be 
rationed and others not. 

At first it was stated that the 17 eastern 
states, including Georgia, were rationed because 
of difficulties in transporting gasoline, caused 


by the submarine sinkings of tankers along the - 


Atlantic coast. 

However, Georgians know their state is fed 
by gasoline pipe lines and they know also there 
is so much gasoline in this state that some of 
it is shipped out, by trucks, to Alabama, a non- 
rationed state. They have read, also, reports 
that storage facilities are so strained it has 
been necessary, in some places, to pump gaso- 
line back into the ground. 

More recently they have been told gasoline 
rationing is not because of any shortage of the 
motor fuel, but in order to reduce motor driving 
and thus conserve rubber. Georgians agree this 
is reasonable, and they are willing to curtail 
their driving to the irreducible minimum in 
order to save rubber for the Army, the Navy, 
the air forces and other fighting services. 

They ask, however, why should this method 
of rubber conservation be applied only to the 
17 eastern states, including their own, and not 
to the entire nation? They cannot understand 
why rubber saved in any state is not equally 
valuable to the war program as rubber saved 
in their own commonwealth. ; 

Now, with national gasoline rationing plan- 
ned to go into effect all over the nation on 
December 1, Georgians are told they will be 
limited to three gallons per week, while the 
majority of the states will be rationed on & 
basis of four gallons per week. 

Again, the question is asked, ‘Why the dis- 
crimination?” 

Georgians are perfectly willing to make any 
sacrifice for victory, provided there is equality 
of sacrifice all over the country. 

But the gasoline rationing mess reveals 
rank discrimination in favor of some states 
over others, it revcals an utterly undemocratic 
handling of the problem. It reveals, too, & 
condition and a trend of thought among some 
of those charged with official direction of the 
nation at war which is extremely dangerous, 
inasmuch as it creates dissatisfaction and en- 
courages distrust of the national leadership. 

If every motorist in the nation is limited to 
three gallons per week, Georgians will do like- 
wise and grin in the doing... But Georgians 
unfairly discriminated against will demand t 
know the reason why so loudly and so per- 
sistently that investigation of the gasoline divi- 
sion of the OPA will be unavoidable.

Still recovering from the exhaustion she 
suffered during the civil war, Spain is unable 
to make any marked contribution to the Axis 
war effort, even if she were disposed to do so. 
But what the Allied jeaders fear is that Franco 
may be forced to collaborate with the -Axis to 
the extent of allowing the Germans to pass 
through his country for the purpose of making 
a back-door attack on the British fortifications 

at Gibraltar. 

If an attack of that kind were undertaken and succeeded, it 
would largely nullify the important victory we have won in North 
Africa. The Germans would not have to actually take Gibraltar. 
By planting a sufficient force just back of the fortress on the 
Spanish mainland they could make it extremely difficult for the 
Allies to send ships into the Mediterranean through the nine-mile- 


wide waters of the straits. 
Domination of the straits by 


NOT ENTIRELY CLOSED | 
German big guns would not en- 


tirely prevent the entry of British and American ships into the 
Mediterranean. Discussing the point with government leaders on 
his last visit to Washington, Prime Minister Churchill said the 
British would still be able to get past Gibraltar with shipping by 
négotiating the narrow waters at night. But each convoy would 
be certain to suffer considerable losses. 

Hence Nazi movements in the Spanish area are being closely 
watched by Allied sources. So far there has been no indication 
that Hitler is planning a move of the kind, although he is known 
to have rushed forces to the French side of the Pyrenees coin- 
cident with last week's occupation of the whole of France. This, 
however, might have been merely a precautionary measure taken 
in his general hysteria against the possibility that we might lay 
down an invading army in Spain. He is reported to have done the 
same thing at the Brenner Pass, which links Germany and ltaly 


through the Alps. 
NEW “SECOND FRONT” If Hitler should make a move in 
the direction of Gibraltar through 
Spain this might result in the Spanish peninsula developing into a 
second European front. With the great forces we now have 
stationed in North Africa, it would be a comparatively easy matter 
for the Allies to put an invading army down in Spain, using Gibral- 
tar as the stepping-off place. 

None of this would have béen very practical before the Ameri- 
cans took over French colonial territory just across from Gibraltar 
in Africa last week. Now we seem to have the drop on that situa- 
tion, if we care to use it. Hitler probably realizes al] of this too 
well, and may be restrained from taking a course which otherwise 
he might not hesitate to seize upon. 


AS FOR TURKEY As for Turkey, the Ankara government is 


in a position to play a far more inipor- 
tant part in the war than the only other neutral country touching 
the Mediterranean. She has a well-trained army variously esti- 
mated at from one to two million men. But for the existence of 
this great force, Hitler long since probably would have overrun the 
country as his nearest pathway to Suez, He has been held back 
only because he realized the Turks would fight and he was not 
sure whether the cost would be worth the gain. 

British and American successes in North Africa are thought by 
competent observers to have put an entirely different complexion 
on the Turkish situation. Heretofore, the Turks, while friendly to 
the Allies, were not free to make a gesture of support for fear of 
a frontal attack from the Nazis, who had a great army massed 
within striking distance.

POLL TAXES I am very hopeful that the southern senators, 

now opposing the poll tax bill, will be suce 
cessful in their fight only because the motives behind the bill are 
probably the most sordid and hypocritical ever introduced into the 
senate chamber. 

There is back of it that group of Negroes, 
of which Walter White is typical: a few radie 
cal Communists, and a number of sincere per- 
sons. Walter White long has been the worst 
sort of leader any fraction of the Negro people 
could have, because he is, in my opinion, vain, 
personally and politically ambitious, and very 
much an‘officious show-off. His contacts most- 
ly are white contacts. When he does deign to 
drop in on the Negro leaders who work at being 
leaders out of a sincere desire to advance their 
race, he leaves them as hurriedly as he can, 
going back to New York to term them “Uncle 
Tom” Negroes because they aren't political ex- 
hibitionists such has he. 

The poll tax has no business in a democracy 
and ought to be removed, but only—in my 
opinion—if you find some literacy standard to 
replace it. 

It was established, I guess, to prevent the 

Negro from voting. It prevents about twice as many white men 
from voting as it does Negroes in Georgia, so the original purpose 
is lost. 

I am, I guess, one of those old-fashioned persons who believes 
that democracy is endangered by ignorance, and I therefore d6 not 
believe the right to vote should be tossed as one would toss scraps 
to the dogs. It is the highest privilege of a citizen and ought to 
be so regarded. So, if you ask me if I am in favor of abolishing 
the poll tax I will say “no,” if that is all you have to ask. If you 
ask me if I am in favor of abolishing the poll tax and substitutin 
some other plan which will enable literate persons to vote, I wi 


say “yes.”

_I do know that if the poll tax is abolished there will be sub- 
stituted some hasty, ill-considered literacy test, which will be more 
abused than is the poll tax. 

So, I get extremely sick of these bi-annual, before-election bills 
to abolish the poll tax. It comes in with the righteous bleat about 
democracy tied with it, but the hand is the hand of Esau. There 
isn’t an ounce of democracy in the powers promoting the bill. 


I'd like to see the southern states, which have the poll tax, get 
rid of it by working out, intelligently; something to take its place 
so that the right to vote is not the most valueless privilege of citi- 
zenship, open sto every illiterate lout who may be bought with a 
snort of booze or a dollar bill for each marked ballot. 


It would not encourage me about democracy to have 200,000 or 
pre ready-made corrupted votes added to the ballot box of the 
state. 

So, I hope the southern s&@nators will hang in there and fight. 
I know that the motives of some of them are not of the highest. 
I am under no illusions about that. 

But I do know they are better motives than those of a gang of 
manipulators and professional ranters who are behind the bill. 


About half the southern states do not have the poll tax, so it 
is ridiculous to assert it is a necessity. It just happens those 
states are in better position to do without it, and. most of them 
have literacy tests. But the odd thing is that it has not helped 
their democracy a bit. 

Nor has it increased the number of voters. 

North Carolina, and Kentucky, turn up with about as many odd 
characters in office as do we. 

Removing the poll tax in Georgia, for instance, would strengthen 
immeasurably the hands of the demagogues. 

I will agree that the poll tax has no place, but I do insist there 
should be something in its place which is put there for the pro- 
tection of democracy and not for revenue reasons or for undemo- 
cratic purposes. 

So, I say again, I hope the senators will stay in there and fight. 


They ought to have the help of every decent Republican, fearless 
enough to fight that gang behind the bill. 


FEDERAL CONTROL I think, too, that Senators George and 
} Russell, of this state, are entirely cor- 
rect in saying that if the bill passes there will be set up another 
bureau to “supervise” elections when there is a federal official 
to be elected. 
That would be most understandable. I am no states’ rights 
fanatic. Most of the stuff about states’ rights is pure bunk. 


But I do believe in local government, It is the basis of 
democracy. 
We don't want any federal bureau running elections in any state. 


Only a vicious politician would have put such a bill before the 
senate, with such backing, at this time. No patriot would try, 
taking advantage of the war, and the absence of soldiers, to try 
and put over something which doesn’t come in with honest hands. 


Well, I had promised to say something about art week in our 
town.

The Age That Loves Adventure 


Is the Ideal Age For Soldiers 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Every state still cherishes a few grand old men who served in 
the Civil War. Since that war ended 77 years ago, all of the sur- 
vivors must be 90 if they were 13 when discharged. Of course 
most of them are older, for few could have been so young in 1865. 

Yet government records show that 253 Union soldiers might 
have been. At the time of their enlistment, 228 were 13 and 25 
were only 10—believe it or not. There is no record to show how 
these infants served. 

The Confederate army, being in more desperate need of men, 
must have picked them at least as young. Certainly it had come 
missioned officers as young as 17. 

The present emotional controversy about the justice and wis- 
dom of drafting youths of 18 and 19 results in part from lack of 
familiarity with history. We resent innovations but are recon- 
ciled to things that are customary. 

The idea of drafting youths of 18 doesn’t startle us when we 
know that over 300,000 boys of 18 and under that age fought in 
the Union army. In the Spanish-American War at least one regi- 
ment contained boys of 15 and 16—though all of them of neces- 
sity professed to be 21. 

There can be no argument about the superior quality of young 
soldiers. They have proved it in many wars and are proving it in 
this one—especially in the air forces. 

A youth of 18 is not as strong or as heavy as he will be at 24, 
but he is quicker; he adjusts himself to new conditions more reade 
ily; he is more enthusiastic and daring; and he reacts more quickly 
after a season of hard going. 

Older men are needed. In the last war there were times when 
a few privates in their thirties rallied and steadied youngsters who 
were on the verge of panic. But the older ones crack-under the 
strain of modern hardening processes. Military hospitals are filled 
with them now. Men too old for football are too old for modern 
warfare, 

The drafting of boys seems a cruel necessity—just as the death 
of a young person seems more dreadful than the death of an old 
one. But the truth is that neither age nor sex is a factor in de- 
fining duty in total war. Nothing counts but capacity. In a fight 
for life, all who would live must do what they can. The young 
will lose most if we lose and save most if we win.

The declarations in behalf of 
greater Civilian sacrifice were 
made by Man Power 
Paul V. McNutt and Price Admin- 
istrator Leon Henderson, while 
U. S. Chamber of Commerce 
President Eric A. Johnston sound- 
ed the employment challenge at 
the first New England war confer- 
ence. 


F. D. R. Praises. 

The meeting was praised by 
President Roosevelt in a message 
declaring: 

“The free exchange of ideas 
through regional discussion can be 
of first value to the conduct of 
our war 
for the better world we are re- 
solved to create out of this war.” 

Declaring it is only common 
gense for manufacturers making 
jess essential civilian supplies “to 
get ready for drastic changes,” 
McNutt said: 

“You do not have to look into a 
crystal ball to see the future. It 
should be obvious to anyone that 
if a choice must be made between 
candy and caissons, between baby 
carriages and bullets, between 
stoves and shells, we—and not our 
soldiers—will have to do without.” 

Oil Shortage. 

Discussing the east coast oi] 
shortage, Price Administrator 
Henderson declared at a press con- 
ference that “if it ever came to a 
choice between risking pneumonia 
and of getting oil to troops going 
Tunisia.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday.—Nearing Washington, yesterday, 
was just like any other flight from some point in our country. The 
plane we were in looked a little different and our companions were 
not the usual ones who fill a plane on an every- 
day trip.

President Sewell Avery, of the 
company, said late today Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's order directing 
the huge mail order firm to com- 
ply with a War Labor Board or- 
der “will be promptly obeyed.” 

Six hours after President Roose- 
welt directed the Chicago firm to 
comply with the WLB order to 
incorporate a “maintenance of 
membership” clause in a contract 
with a labor union, Avery issued 
this statement: 

“Ward's has received no com- 
munication from the President. If 
the President has written, as re- 
ported in the press, his direction 
will be promptly obeyed.” 

Compliance Essential. 

Mr. Roosevelt's action was tak- 
en in a letter to Avery. The let- 
ter said compliance was “essential! 
in the interest of our war effort” 
and directed the board’s ruling be 
accepted “without further delay.” 

The maintenance of membership 
clause gives company employes 
who are members of the union 15 
days in which to resign. If they 
do not do so within that period, 
they are considered bound to con- 
tinue their union membership for 
the duration of the contract, one 
year. 

The company argued “employes 
who are members of the union 
would not be free to resign from
